Our gardens have been state inspected and have 
been found to be free of dangerously injurious insects 
and plant diseases, 

Spray your dahlia for best results. Leafhoppers are 
the principal offenders in our locality. Try spraying 
with D. D. T. every ten days after they come up for a 
while and see if they do not do better for you. 

To all we extend a cordial invitation to visit our 
gardens during the growing season, Visitors are always 
welcome. We expect to grow 1,800 hills next season in- 
cluding 25 new Holland and Australian varieties. In 
addition to the dahlias we expect to grow 750 hardy 
chrysanthemums which should prove an added at- 
traction. Our gardens are located five miles east of Fair- 
mont, one mile off State Route 73, on the Winfield Road 
at the vulage of Winfield.
